Soviet intellectual poring over a 
heavy tone in the Lenin Library 
in Moscow. But the news of Presi- 
dent heart attack 
struck a chord around the world. 
Men and women of every race 
and walk of life stopped, shocked 
at the sudden news, and joined 
each other in silent thought or 
prayer for the President of the 
United States. 

The young Soviet intellectual 
expressed another universal reac- 
tion.

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All Georgia Prays 
For the President 


Georgians joified all other Americans 
Sunday in sole and deep-felt prayer 
for the recovery of President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, stricken Saturday with a 
heart attack. 


One of the explanations of the Presi- 
dent’s popularity has been that the people 
somehow feel close to him and regard him, 
whatever his political errors and short- 
comings, as a good, honest and effective 
man. 

Newss of his illness changed the usually 
festive Saturday evening, when football 
victories are celebrated and the sting of 
defeat assuaged, to one of head-shaking, 
somber concern. Most of the churches on 
Sunday heard special prayers at the morn- 
ing worship. Typical of these was that 
delivered by Dean Alfred Hardman of 
St. Philip’s Cathedral: 


“Almighty God, the high and mighty 
ruler of the universe, look with Thy gra- 
cious favor upon our land and comfort us 
in this our day of deep concern for our 
President. Grant him the blessing of the 
continued presence of the Holy Spirit to 
bring him healing and comfort. Guide the 
hand and quicken the brain of those who 
watch over him. Strengthen his family in 
this trying time and give them courage to 
be resigned to Thy will, knowing that 
Thou wilt always do more than we are 
capable of asking for, and that no matter 
what the outcome, Thou wilt sustain. 

“Give wisdorn to those who must carry 
on the affairs of the nation in his stead 
and lead them into the way of truth and 
righteousness. 

“Bestow upon us all grace to accept 
this serious and tragic illness with faith 
that he will recover. 

“All these things we are bold to ask 
in the name of Thy Blessed Son, Jesus. 

“Lord, hear our prayer and let our 
ery come unto thee.” 


Such was the mood of America at wor- 
ship on Sunday, aware once more of the 
great forces loosed in the world and re- 
membering that our power as a nation 
makes it necessary for us to deal with, 
and participate in the control of those 
forces that freedom and the Christian 
ethic may survive. 

The great heart of the country was 
praying for a good and sincere man who 
was also their President.

Atomic Disarmament 
Must Be the Last Step 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
hopefully tells the United Nations that a 
climate is developing in the world that 
may assure peace for at least a decade. 
Im the background of his thinking there 
must have been the certain knowledge 
that the world cannot now afford war. 

Former Secretary of the Navy Dan 
Kimball said the other day that the United 
States can preserve the peace for at least 
200 years if it holds its lead in developing 
atomic war weapons. This view seems to 
have gained current popularity in the 
Pentagon, thus influencing Mr. Dulles’ 
optimism. He added, too, that there ap- 
peared mo hope for immediate disarm- 
ament. 

These are indications that the United 
States realizes its position. Certainly the 
Soviet Union is aware of it. The crux of 
all-the Kremlin’s disarmament proposals 
centers around the outlawing and aboli- 
tion of atomic weapons as the first step. 
This, of course, would destroy the one ad- 
vantage we hold over the Communists. 

Because of the large stockpiles of fin- 
ished nuclear explosives in the United 
States, Russia and Great Britain, there is 
no effective method by which their use 
can be outlawed. No country could be sure 
that the other had destroyed all its bombs. 

President Eisenhower's inspection pro- 
posals accepted the premise that atomic 
weapons could not be outlawed but that 
a sneak attack could be prevented. In 
other words, it would reduce the danger 
of a devastating aerial surprise attack. 

Until there is general disarmament in 
all other fields, the United States cannot 
afford to even consider abolishing atomic 
weapons nor of giving up its bases from 
which to deliver them. 

There are many more moves to be 
made in the checkers game of diplomacy 
before any genuine agreement on disarm- 
ament can be reached. Meanwhile, no one 
is talking war and “the bomb” must suf- 
fice as a peace instrument until such time 
as areal peace can be worked out.

The State of Mississippt 
Still Carries the Burden 


In Sumner, Miss., a 14-year-old Negro 
boy afflicted physically (and some sug- 
gested mentally) by polio, was killed. 


Reportedly his lynching, or murder (a 
matter of semantics), resulted from his 
“wolf whistle” or “insulting remarks” di- 
rected at the wife of a community store- 
keeper. 


Apparently there was no immediate re- 
action. Some three days afterwards he 
was taken from the home of his uncle 


_and killed. 


The two men charged with this killing 
now have been acquitted. 


The sheriff testified they had admitted 
abducting the boy. But there were no wit- 
nesses to the death. 


The prosecution conducted a vigorous 
case. It was obvious Mississippi was 
stirred. The lynching, or murder, was 
brutal. A boy had been killed for an act 


‘for which a boy of another color would 


have been whipped or reprimanded. The 
state’s prosecutors valiantly and honestly 
sought a conviction. 

The jury, summoned by due process, 
declared the defendants not guilty. That’s 
that, But some person, or persons, are 
guilty. 

The burden remains with Mississippi 
and with the conscience of the people of 
the county or counties involved. 


Someone killed a 14-year-old boy. He 
would not have been killed had it not 
been for his color. 


What will Mississippi and Sumner do 
about it so that the Communists of Rus- 
sia and of China may not say that in our 
country the law means one thing for 
one person and another thing for another. 

This crime, unhappily, is known the 
world around. Unfortunately the verdict 
will not conclude the case. 

Someone, or some persons, are guilty. 
That’s an uncomfortable fact. 

The burden still rests on Mississippi.

Good Approach Offered 


To Sex Crime Problem 


A committee of the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Mental Health has recommended 
a new approach to the problem of sex 
criminals that has been endorsed by the 
association and deserves serious consid- 
eration by all groups, including the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


/ 


Prepared after months of study of the’ 


problem and of the experience of other 
states, the report makes a lot of sense. 

The committee itself is well qualified. 
Headed by Judge Luther Alverson of Ful- 
ton Criminal Court, its other members 
include Dr. William Hollister, regional 
mental health consultant of the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service and senior surgeon of 
this service; Dr. Rives Chalmers, Atlanta 
psychiatrist, and Robert L. O’Neil, At- 
lanta attorney. 

Briefly, the committee recommends that 
no person found guilty of sex offenses 
be treated merely as other criminals but 
as mental cases, too. It ree6mmends fur- 
ther that such offenders be segregated 
in separate prison facilities. 

While present laws stress the punish- 
ment angle only, the committee proposes 
the setting up of psychiatric screening 
and treatment centers to help correct the 
individual. 

It recommends a number of changes 
in present laws, including indeterminate 
sentences that would prevent release of 
dangerous individuals. Release could 
come only after certification by psychi- 
atrists that the individual is normal. If 
incurable, the offender would be removed 
from society. 

Georgia seems to be moving in the 
right direction in its thinking concerning 
the sex criminal.. Our past approach has 
not taken into account the basic mental 
problem. Asa result, scores of dangerous 
individuals, have been released at the end 
of their sentences only to commit even 
greater crimes. 

The committee’s report, together with 
other studies now being made, should 
form the basis of legislation that will be 
more realistic than anything we’ve had 
in the past.

In Increasing High School Driver Courses 


Atlanta—I would like to take 
this opportunity to commend you 
for the editorial ‘‘Student Driver 
Training Should Be Compul- 
Oe i. 

TLe Georgia State Patrol reports 
in 1954 that of the 1,866,294 per- 
sons holding drivers’ licenses, 34.7 
per cent were held by persons 
whose ages ranged from 15 to 19. 
This is the largest single age 
group breakdown holding drivers’ 
licenses in Georgia. 


According to information from 
the Seventh Annual National High 
School Driver Education Report 
prepared by the Association of 
Casualty and Surety Companies in 
the school year 1953-4, there were 
only 13.4 per cent of the potential 
high school students in Georgia en- 
rolled in driver education classes. 
This indicates that there is a very 
wide gap between those who are 
receiving training in driving and 
the number who held drivers’ li- 
censes in Georgia. The picture, 
however, is not entirely gloomy 
since progress is being made. 

In addition to other means of 
training teachers, the _ Allstate 
Foundation has for the past three 
years financially aided the Univer- 
sity of Georgia in setting up 
scholarships for high school teach- 
ers and for the past two years, 
aided. the Fort Valley State Teach- 
ers College in a similar type of 
program. 

The results of driver education 
in other states have been studied 
and the figures show that it is ex- 
tremely worthwhile.

Chil- 
dren who contraet it—there are 
135,000 cases among American 
children—are doomed to death 
before maturity by this merciless 
killer. 

Until 1950 victims of muscular 
dystrophy had little hope. We 
read of magnificent achievements 
of research — new uses of atomic 
energy, astounding developments 
in air travel, chemistry and med- 
icine—and we feel bitter. - Be- 
cause with all these advances 
we muscular dystrophics seemed 
alone and abandoned. Practically 
nothing was being done in re- 
search or treatment of this dis- 
ease.

On. this Mr. Eisenhower has not 
been very clear and not at all 
forceful.

Truman’s Memoirs 


Nudges Historians 


WASHINGTON—It will be some time yet be- 
fore history can give a calm and fair verdict on 
the presidency of Harry S. Truman. 


Truman isn’t one to wait. 


But Mr. 


He doesn’t mind giving the historians a 


little nudge in the ‘“‘right’’ direction by rendering his own verdict. 
From the first installment of his memoirs there is every evidence 
that Mr. Truman’s verdict on the Truman administration is going to 


be cordially favorable. 

At the outset Mr. Truman re- 
veals two historically important 
facts: 


That the ailing President Roose- 
velt showed awareness of his con- 
dition before he undertook the 
fourth-term presidential campaign. 

That Mr. Truman became vigor- 
ously skeptical and alert to the 
menace of Soviet foreign policy 
during the first 36 hours of his 
presidency. 

Mr. Truman records frankly that 
he had done a bit of thinking about 
Mr. Roosevelt's ill health as far 
back as the 1944 Chicago conven- 
tion. 

“I recall wondering,” he writes, 
*twhether President Roosevelt him- 
self had had any inkling of his 
own condition. The only indication 
I had ever had that he knew he 
was none too well was when he 
talked to me just before I set out 
on my campaign trip for the vice 
presidency in the fall of 1944. He 
asked me how I was going to 
travel and I told him I intended 
to cover the country by airplane. 

“*Don’t do that, please,’ he told 
me. ‘Gq by train. It is necessary 
that you take care of yourself.’ ”’ 

Thus does Mr. Truman add to 
the accumulating -evidence that 
Mr. Roosevelt accepted a fourth-

1930s into the “power trust”’ and 
that made by the Senate Banking 
Committee into the operations of 
the New »York Stock Exchange 
and banking and investment- com- 
panies during 1933-34. 


For this present investigation, 
which deals with utilities in the 
West and with New ‘York invest- 
ment company operations in that 
far field, he is exploring the ques- 
tion of whether the 1935 Utility 
Holding Company Act is being un- 
dermjned and another ‘power 
trust” developing. 

The trail being followed by the 
senator and his staff began with 
an attempted merger, which has 
not yet materialized, between 
Puget Sound Power and Light

Florida was murdered hy its own quarterbacking. When it 
wasn’t working mechanically, it was making critical mental 
blunders. For instance, Dan Chandler, not a fast man, was asked 
to run from deep punt on fourth down. Another time Allen passed 
on fourth down with long yardage, and he completed it to Johnny 
Menger of Tech. 


It probably wouldn’t have made a great deal of difference 
how the Gators called the game, the more you think about it. 
After they scored the first touchdown they never came closer 
to the other end zone than Tech’s 32-yard line. This came on 
Dick Gookin’s fumble late in the fourth quarter, and it ended 
again, inevitably, in another pass interception. 


“We were lucky to win that one,’’ he said, “lucky that we 
could play as bad: as we did and still win. They were just lacka- 
daisical out there the first half. I knew they’d be that way a 
little.

There was a time when Brooks was regarded rather lightly 
for his offensive value. He is no physical giant. (He weighed only 
180 after the game in Gainesville.) But he moves the other line, 
and Tech moves his way when the storm flag is flying. 


Tech has come now to call for the moving Vann when 
offense is in order. It isn’t quite fair to measure Mitchell by 
these two performances, for he has been badly bruised. He 
has been his sturdy self on defense at all times, but it is Vann 
who puts the high octane in Tech’s tank. 


It may be Vann who'll be working more and more as the 
Saturdays move up and out. He’s got the undefineable substance 
that makes a leader out of a fellow.

The most potent sales talk the American Cancer Society 
has produced to convince you and me that we should kick in 
contributions to a program of cancer research and education 
is the cured cancer patient. 

And the most articulate—not to mention § side-splitting— 
spokesman for the cured patient without a doubt is an Alabama 
lawyer named Ed Reid. 


Mr. Reid appeared before the DeKalb unit of the American 
Cancer Society at its annual meeting the other night—a strictly 
by-popular-request appearance. The Rev. Dick Hall, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Decatur, where the meeting was 
held, introduced Mr. Reid as. an active Methodist layman and I 
rather expected a solemn testimonial-type address. 


It was a testimonial, all right—bat with only enough so0l- 
emnity in it to give the audience breathing spaces between 
laughs. 

Mr. Reid described himself as a country lawyer and his 
home town, Andalusia in Covington County, as so small it has 
no real airport and no railroad passenger service. In fact, it has 
but two freight trains a day—‘‘one coming and one going.”’ 

But it does have—and here pride glowed on the. speaker’s 
lean, Lincolnesque face—an electric “‘Cancer Can Be Cured”’ 
Sign on the courthouse lawn and it recently staged a county- 
wide cancer detection campaign. 


Mr. Reid attributes his own life to a cancer education cam- 
paign. His wife—lovingly referred to as “Baby” throughout his 
talk—read the seven cancer danger signals somewhere and tried 
to get him to read them. He crumpled up the little piece of 
paper and threw it away, certain, he said, that he was immune 
to the disease which in 1942 carried a great social stigma with it. 


“‘Why, I went to school on an athletic scholarship,’ he said. 
“I wouldn’t have anything like cancer.’”’ 

But he became ill and his wife, remembering the danger 
signs, recognized possible symptoms early and ‘‘nagged me into 
going to the doctor.” ' 

“I wasn’t nice about it,”” he said. ‘‘I was ugly and ungracious 
but I finally went.”’ 

The details of the examination, the decision for surgery 
were lightly related. (‘‘I was mortally and literally afraid to die.” 
And in November, 1942, the doctors couldn’t. produce one single 
person who had been cured of cancer. Those who'd had it didn’t 
want it known!’’) 

But Mr. Reid got his most uproarious audience response with 
the little indelicate details of how he lived and worked after a 
sizable chunk of his interior plumbing had been’ removed. 


“I guess this sounds a little crude,” he said, “but it’s mighty 
important to know what you face and to be able to laugh about 
it. It was important to my rehabilitation—and it may be im- 
portant to yours or to somebody close to you some day!’’ 

After he was stricken with cancer both his younger brother 
and his father died with it. 

He’s solemnly convinced that cancer patients have a right 
to a true diagnosis so they can begin their fight as soon as 
possible. |

“Couthes Advised 


To Use Psychology 


Ralph Kiner, 30, is one of 
the all-time greats in profes- 
sional baseball. 


‘‘Success in baseball is about 
40 per cent due to your mental 


outlook,’’ Ralph stated earlier 
this season. 
And we_ psychologists — not 


only assent but believe an 
athlete’s efforts are often 50 to 
75 per cent based on his men- 
tal outlook. 

For example, a star pitcher 
may be batted out of the box 
today. But four days later he 
may pitch a no-hit game. 

Today his pitching skill is 
rated at practically zero or nil. 
The hitters get a flock of base 
hits. 


NOTHING ON BALL 


‘*‘He has nothing on the ball,” 
his catcher may exclaim. 

But in four days he has 
everything on the ball and fogs 
them past the batters so skil- 
fully that not a man gets even 
one scratch hit. 

Obviously, his museular de- 
“velopment and weight and ex- 
perience have not changed sig- 
nificantly in the four days’ 
interval. 

So why can a man who is a 
flop today, be a whiz tomor- 
row? 

It’s psychology. It usually 

isn’t greater muscular strength, 
but it is timing and control, 
which are matters of judg- 
ment. 
_ When he is a flop, his fast 
-ball may blaze across just as 
swiftly but he can’t cut the 
corners with his curves. 

Maybe he is mentally dis- 
turbed because of some do- 
mestic situation. Suppose he 
left home at the height of a 
quarrel with his wife. 

Or maybe he is. worried be- 
cause his child has a high 
fever and he is afraid it might 
*have a fatal malady. 
"Maybe he is enraged because 
some sports writer failed to 
‘play him up as he felt he de- 
served. Or maybe the sports 
writer panned him unduly. 


NEW TRAINING TABLE 

It would probably pay rich 
dividends if a new concept 
were introduced into profes- 
sional athletics. | 

Let a professional psycholo- 


gist operate a unique kind of 
training table to which all the 
players could bring their gripes 
and grudges, jealousies and 
worries. 

Then let the players talk out 
their problems, aided by the 
skilful advice of the psycholo- 
gist. 

A few years ago I was great- 
ly interested in reading that 
the St. Louis Browns were hir- 
ing a hypnotist to aid the team, 
for the idea is a fertile one. 

But a few weeks later I read 
that the arrangement had been 
discontinued. If I operated an 
athletic team, professional or 
amateur, I’d rely on a psy- 
chology coach as much as on 
rigorous batting practice or 
pitching drill, 

POWER OF HYPNOSIS 


In England, an _ interesting 
experiment in hypnosis was 
performed on soldiers. They 
were first given a” muscular 
test of their handgrip. 

Since they were competing, 
they apparently performed at 
their best and they averaged 
101 pounds handgrip. 

Then they were hynotized 
and told they were weak, sick- 
ly, anemic, etc. In short, they 
were given a defeatism atti- 
tude. Then they were asked 
to grip the machine as tightly 
as possible. They now aver- 
aged only 69 pounds. 

Before being awakened from 
their hypnotic trance, they 
were offered the positive sug- 
gestion that they were strong, 
Herculean, powerful, etc. 

Now they were asked to grip 
the machine as strongly as pos- 
sible and they averaged 140 
pounds per man, which was 
more than twice their strength 
when they were feeling weak 
and defeated. 

But this 140 pounds also was 
almost 40 per cent better than 
their best records in the wak- 


ing state. 
So, coaches, consider phy- 
chology, especially when you 


have $200,000 invested in a 
great player who is off form.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE VAN DELLEN 


Marriage Is Mark 
Of aLonger Life 
Married men live longer than 
bachelors do. This may come 
as a surprise to single men 
who never have dared expose 
themselves to the hardships of 
married life, including the cost 


of mink coats and contact with 
inlaws. 


In addition, men who have had 
to give up wedded bliss through 
divorce or the death of a spouse 
are no better off than bachelors. 

According to a report from 
the national office of vital sta- 
tistics, if the death rate of mar- 


ried men is set at an arbitrary 
figure of 100, the rate for sin- 
gle men is 163 and for widow- 
ers and divorced males, 207. 


The same ratio exists among 
women im their respective 
categories, except that the 
differences are not so marked. 

There is no single explana- 
tion for these variations in 
death rate, but we would like 
to believe that healthier peo- 
ple get married. The report 
also included encouraging sta- 
tistics for youngsters who aim 
to wed. In 1890, only two out 
of three persons of 20 or over 
were married. By 1950, the 
proportion was three out of 
four. 


When these figures are 
broken down into the differ- 
ent age groups, they become 
more significant. Most men 
are single at 20-24; for exam- 
ple, but between 25-29, 75 per 
cent are hitched. In contrast, 
66 per cent of women have got 
their man by age 24, and be- 
tween 25-29, 80 per cent were 
successful. |. 

The peak percentage of mar- 
riages in men occurs between 
40-45, and for women, between 
30-34 years of age. At this 
time of life, 87.1 per cent of 


males and 86.2 per cent of fe- 


males are living in double 
harness. 


In the United States, widow- 
hood is becoming more con- 
centrated among our ‘senior 
folk. In 1920, approximately 
one-third of all widows were 
65 or over; in 1953, more than 
half fell into this category. 


But statistics may be mi- 
leading. The proportion of 
women who are widowed is 
decreasing because our popu- 
lation and matrimonial rate 
have increased, but the actual 
number of widows has mount- 
ed. , 

Statistics show that one out 
of every 10 women between 
45-54 is a widow. In the 55-64 
age bracket, the figure jumps 
to ,one in four. One out of 
‘every two women now wid- 
owed has a life expectancy of 
20 years. 


Since one-half are under age 
65, the situation presents social 
and economic problems, espe- 
cially where there are depend- 
ent children. No wonder so 
many insurance salesmen start 
breathing down hubby’s neck 
as soon as the honeymoon is 
over. .
